Return of Mr. Jenkins. 


It is pretty generally known that Mr. Jenkins 
bas been employed by the Government for seve- 
ral months back in exploring for a favorable 
route to-the ‘Kootenay country. It cannot bat 
be gratifying to our readers to know that Mr. 
Jenkins retarned to this city yesterday and re 
ports very favorably, Of course an official re-. 
port will appear jn dve course ; but, knowing 
how anxious the people of both colonies f¢el rea- 
pecting this gubject, we hasten to place before 
our readers a few bald facts, meanwhile, The 
line of roote to which Mr. Jenking has directed 
his attention is that via Hope and Similkameen.
